al ports-of-entry stations will be es- 
tablished jointly by the Revenue De- 
partment and Highway 
Departmen 


shortly after July 1 in a move to re- 
duce bootlegging of non-tax-paid gas- 
oline into the state, and to check in- 
coming trucks for overloading, Rev- 
enue Commissioner Joe Hardin said 
Thursday. Employes of the two de- 
partments now arc making observa- 
tions to determine sites for the pro- 
posed stations. 


Mr. Hardin said sites had been ten 


tatively selected at Springdale, Wash 
ington county; four miles west of Al 
ma, Crawford county, and at the Ful 
ton bridge, Hcmpstead county. 


Ports-of-entry stations are in op- 


eration at West Memphis, Blytheville, 
Corning and Lake Village and anoth- 
er is nearing completion about three 
miles south of El Dorado. 


The new stations will be manned 


on a 24-hour basis by three employes 
—two from the Highway Department 
and one from the Revenue Depart- 
ment. 


"It is our information large quanti- 


ties of bootleg gasoline are

brought into the state /from Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma, Texas/and Louis-

"With additional men on duty at 


main ports of entry we should be 
able to cut down on the bootleg sup- 
plies and increase the amount of gas- 
oline revenues."

WASHINGTON—The District'of Co- 


lumbia is going to have a new "may- 
or." The death of Sen. Morris Shep- 
pard of Texas left vacant the im- 
portant chairmanship of the Senate 
committee on military affairs, and 
Senator Robert Rice Reynolds, the 
North Carolina booster, was in line. 


Since Senator Reynolds was chair- 


man of the Senate D. C. committee 
and therefore "mayor" of Washington 
and since, by Senate rules, he can't 
hold two such jobs, he will have to 
join the list of ex-hizzoners of the 
national capital. 


"Mayor" Reynolds came in only a 


few months ago, but with a good deal 
of fanfare and now is undoubtedly 
the time to review the accomplish- 
ments and failures of his adminis- 
tration. 


Although "Mayor" Reynolds' first 


official announcement was that he 
would like to see horseracing in the 
District, so that Washington's ex- 
checquer might be fattened by the 
racing take that now goes to Mary- 
land, his suggestion wasn't even dig- 
nified by introduction of a bill.

Plane-Escorted

ATHENS — (/P)— 
German 
forces 


carried by plane-escorted troop ships 
landed Thursday on the Greek island 
of Lomnos, 40 miles from the strate- 
gic Dardanelles, and subdued a small 
Greek force after a four-hour battle.

BERLIN— (/P)— The Nazi navy has 


brought into port or confiscated in oc- 
cupied ports 872 enemy ships totaling 
1,900,000 tons since the beginning of 
the war, the German high command 
announced Friday. 


Thursday and the day before the 


high command added, 71,600 tons of 
British shipping have been sunk in 
British and Greek waters, including 
30,000 tons by "one warship operating 
overseas." 


It was acknowledged that two ace

a sense be called an ideal of com- 
munism, for we are told how the dis- 
ciples had all things in common, but 
it was a communism very different 
from anything that has been proclaim- 
ed or practiced in our time. 


The'possessing of all things in com- 


mon was.on the part of a compar.tive- 
ly small fellowship of people, living 
in a hostile world. It was a matter al- 
together of voluntary action. There 
was np power forcing those who had 
possessions to sell them and put them 
into the common resources. 


Wherever groups of people have suf- 


fered greatly through disaster, 
or 


have been subject to great persecu- 
tion, .itheir common faith and their 
commop sufferings have drawn them 
together and have made possible such 
an experience as this among the early 
disciples. If all men were as good as 
these disciples, one could conceive 
of a society very different from ours, 
where there would be no greed, no 
selfishness, no self-seeking, but where 
all would be "members one of an- 
other," and where each would have 
his part in giving and receiving, I( 
would be unfortunate for' the church 
or for society if we ever lost vision' 
of this as 'an ideal to be attained, just 
as it would be unfortunate if we 
sought to establish such a state and 
condition 
without proper 
spiritual 


foundations. 


As a matter of fact, such an ideal 


condition did not .last long in the 
early church, for there began mur- 
muring concerning the unjust dis- 
tribution of common funds and the 
preference that was given for some 
over others. The Grecian Jews, par- 
ticularly, complained against the Heb- 
rews because they said their widows 
were neglected in the daily ministra- 
tion. Nevertheless, it was a purpose 
among these early Christians to do 
right, and immediately the 
apostles 


sought to adjust this matter by pro- 
posing to the disciples 
that 
they 


should select certain responsible men 
who should have the care of the 
widows and other needy persons in 
the church. 


The apostles themselves felt that 


their ministry was the ministry of 
the word of God, while others could 
attend quite as effectually and as 
wisely to economic adjustments with- 
in the church. This proposal appealed 
very strongly to the whole group of 
disciples, and they chose Stephen, who 
was to be the first Christian martyr, 
along with a few others, to attend to 
this matter of care and relief in the 
church. 


We are disposed to regard this as 


the original institution of deacons, and 
these who were chosen were ordain- 
ed for their particular tasks throuih 
the laying on of the apostles' hands. 
This is the spirit that ought to bo 
always prevalent in the church, and 
it represents the goal of a society 
where. th& commjun .resources of a 
nation would be organized and used 
for the welfare of all. 


Is it any wonder that the, record
